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A Gleam of Sound Sense.

A siGNIFIOANT article is published under
the head of “ Political News,” In our paper
to-day, from the Chicago Times, the leading
Democratic organ in the Northwest. It s a
thoroughly partisan article—that is, the su%.
jeots 1t discusses are looked upon solely with
reference to the intercsts of the Democratic
party—but is, perhaps, all the more instroc-
tivo on that account. It assumes that the
country has deflnitively and irreversbily
decided against the policy proposed by the
Democratic party, and that said party has
only the alternative of sitting down In “ help-
less and decaying inactivity”—a mere hold-
back of counservative party—or. by boldly
striking out upon a new issue, with reference
to things as they are, and becoming once
more a progressive and an aggressive party,
‘o reguin ita pristine power and glory.

The “new line” proposed by the Thmes is at
snee to cut loose trom the Admlinistration of
Andrew Johoson, “and leave that hybrid
soncern to float on the seaof public contempt,
rom which no power can rescue it.” Next,
(0 recognize the inevitable—#aid Inevitable
being mnegro suffrage, either impartial or
aniversal. Until the negro question iz dis-
posed of in some way, the success of the
Democracy is impossible. But. by accepting
the inevitable, they can secure impartial suf-
frage—that is, suffrage qualified by intelli-
gence—instead of universal suffrage. 'I'his
the Democracy should now urge upon the
South, and the South should not wait evento
be urged thereto, but should at once take the
initiative, and put in molion the machioery
necesasary to save itsell from humiliation, and
“rid the country ol the most vexatious ques-
tion that ever distracted it.”

This is the programme marked out by the
leading Demoeratic organ ol the West, as
sffording the only possible hope 1or the salva-
tion of the® Democratic party. It scknow-
ledges that the medicine s a bitter one, but
then the party is nearly in articulo mortis,
and it is a mere question of lifs and death.

There are thousends and teas ol thousands
of Demecorats who will accede to this view ol
the case. It has, too, this recommendation,
that while it 15 the only hopeful hne ol
policy for the party 1o pursue, it at the samne
time corresponds with the demands ol jus-
tice. It gives the Democratic party ot last
4 chance to contend for a really democratic
prineiple, something that it has not done now
for many a long year. Every distinction in
our laws based upon color alone is essentinlly
unjust. It bas no foundation in reazon, in
right, or in sound policy. Nor can it long
stand betore the growing intellizence and
ripening moral sense of the times, Our lnws
should be equal, impariial, strietly just, To
this standard they must finally come. *“Who-
ever shall fall upon th's stone shall be broken,
but upon whomsoever it shall fall, it wili
gtind him to powder.”

We are glad that the leaders of the Demo-
cratic party are beginning to see this great
truth, and we shall be glad to see them fall
in with it, even from no higher motivds than
those ol mere party policy. IF thelr doing so
shall result in forever removing the “negro
question” irom American politics, we ghall be

mong the first to say Amen thereto.

Democratie Devotion to the Constitution,

“Tar present Conegress 18 Lhe reprosentative ol
smctfun. and 118 purposes are partisan, sev-
tional, and trensonable, If, theretore, they pass
awes to carry out their desigus gpon the Union
and the perpetuity of oonsticutional hberty, the
Exeoulive is bound to prevent those iciwes rrom
bearing fruit by all the constitutionnl power
vested in that department of the Government,"
— Age.

—The above is & fair specimen of the ideas
that now rule the Democratic party—malig-
pant batred of the constitutionat law-making
branch of the Government, and a continual
incitement of the Executive to acts of nsurpa-
tion. What constitutional provision. we
should like to know, gives the President any
right to #it In judgment upon the laws of the
country, and to determine those which he
will execute, and those which he will “pre-
vent lrom beanng frnit#” The President is
n mere executive with regard to laws
that are passed, and has no possible
right to question their character, There is no
“eonstitutional power vested in that depart-
meént of the Government” to “prevent laws
from bearing (ruit;” and any endeavor on the
part of the President to do so, either directly
or indirectly, would be a misdemeanor, render-
ing him liable to lmpeachment., Our Demo-
cratic leaders, of the Age stripe, ave so fillad
with partisan rancor that they would over-
throw the Constitution and make the Presl-
dent an autocrat. The people are not to
declde upon what laws are for the public
good, but the President is w look over the
statute books and execute such laws as he
likes, while those which do uot happen to
puit his fancy he I8 “to prevent from bearing
truit!?” Aund such stufl’ as this passes for
statesmanship. and its authors clamor about
their devotion to the Constitution !

The truth s, that in this great contest
between the people and the Executive, the

Republican party occupies the sound, truly
conservative, and constitutional ground. It
seoks to preserve the separate departments of
the Government in their integrity. The
Pemocrats, on the other hand, as we sée in

the above extract, seek to override the Con-
stitut’on, to bieak down the law-making
branch of the Goverament, and to concen-
trate all poworin the bands of the Excout.ve.

Down With the Piicos of Food.
Trrnx has been an extraordinary decline In
the prices of pork during the past few weeks
Mess pork has fallen from £36 per bareel to
£24; lard from 19jc. to 14 0. per pound;
bams from 10 c. to 15c. per pound; and
other meats proportionately, Butéer also is
low and dull, In the country districts of
New York 80 cents is the price for the best
dairles, We do not notice any decline yet in
breadstuffs, but it must come. There is no
real scarcity,as is shown by the following
tuhle of l‘l'l‘?lplﬂ for ihis year and last: the
receipla at Milwaukle, Chicago, Toledo, De-
troit, and Oleveland, [rom Japuary 1 to

But the dealers are keeping back the sup-
plies, ns may be seen from the following table

The wheat crop throughout some of the
great wheat districts of the West was never
better than this year, while corn was uni-
versally a fair erop. There is no great foreign
demand to justity the present high prices of
flour, and they must come down as those ot
pork have done, Some of the *hog specu-
lators” have already come to grie!, and it is
to be hoped that a similar fate will overtake
the flour speculators who have run the price
of that article up to such exorbitant figares,

A Demociatic Idea of “CUonstitutional
Laberty.”’
A REPUBLICAN journal having said that
“Congress must ereate out ol social disorler
ten new Stales, ¢ ® ¥ ® seoure free
speech, a free press, a free Christianity, free
soll, and free schools for all over whom the
flog of freedom floats,” the Democratic organ
in this city replies that “this fleld of contem-
plated action embraces results entirvely in-
computible with the maintenance of con-
stitutional liberty m the United States, and
this is what the radicals intend to do with the
sectional victory which they have achieved.”

—The World this morning says that
we have come to a political dead lock, that
the (‘onstitutional amendment cannot be
adopted, It says'—“Under such a dead-lock
a8 exists, the country will grow more and
more impatient. 1f 1t continues, the Repub-
lican party will be held responsible for pre-
venting the restoration of the Union.”
Twenty-five States have voted this fsll; the
Republicans have carried twenty-three, the
Democrats two, Therefore, unless the Re-
publican party gives up the principles on
which they conquered, they are responsible
tor the dead-lock.
